~~ Canadian Citizenship 


A problem which has long con- 
fronted Canada, and which it has 
been the aim of all governments, Do- 
minion and Provincial, for the 
quarter of a century and more 
solve, has been how to secure and 
retain population, Governments in 
the past have, unfortunately, devoted 
more attention and spent more money 
in endeavoring ‘to secure population 
than they have to retaining that pop- 
ulation when secured, and more par- 
ticularly to rctaining in Canada our 
own. Canadian born. 

With enormous unsettled tracts of 

land only awaiting settlement to be- 
come productive and wealth-produc- 
ing, the Dominion government adopt- 
eda free homestead policy, created a 
most extensive immigration depart- 
ment, and spent millions in advertis- 
ing and other propaganda to induce 
people in all countries to come to 
Camada, For years these efforts 
met with little and the re- 
curring decennial censuses revealed 
the’ fact that Canada was not even 
retaining its own natural growth in 
population, 
* Naturally, but nevertheless unwise- 
ly, governments at Ottawa and in 
éome of the provinces, both Liberal 
and Conservative, in their efforts to 
secure immigrants neglected to ex- 
ercise care in the matter of quality 
of new Canadian citizens'and devoted 
their energies to obtaining quantity. 
This Iéd~to~ tlie “grasting of excep- 
tional privileges to various sects and 
groups of people, and conferring upon 
them exemptions from the discharge 
of national duties which all British 
and Canadian born subjects were cal- 
led upon to fulfill, Exemption from 
military service Was granted; special 
privileges in regard to language, edu- 
cation, and peculiar religious beliefs 
and other national customs were free- 
ly given, and the right to live in iso- 
lated communities apart from other 
citizens was not only admitted, but 
even encouraged. 

As a result of these policies, Can 
ada has received thousands of people 
who claim, and have a_ legai and 
treaty right to claim, special rights 
and privileges which are denied to 
Canadian born citizens. Even be- 
fore the Great War thoughtful Cana- 
dians, anxious about the future wel- 
fare of their country, were becoming 
seriously alarmed over the resultant 
situation,.and it only took the Great 
War, witli all it demanded of patriot- 
ism, sacrifice and service on the part 
of Canada and its people, to arouse 
the whole nation to the danger which 
threatened its future if these policies 
were persisted in and Canada _ be 
came the home of numerous and .evet 
increasing groups of: unassimilated 
races “adhering. strictly to the lang- 
uage, clistoms, passions and preju- 
dices they brought with them from 
foreign lands. 

It is no use merely, lamenting over, 
the mistakes of the past. At the 
‘time these policies were adopted and 
put into effect they wére approved 
by parliament and a majority of the 
Canadian people. Nor is it right to

Canada invited them to come here, 
and of her own free will granted 
them special rights and privileges in 
the event of their coming. As a na- 
tion we must honorably live up to 
the agreements We then made .and 
the pledges we gave. : 

But all such agreements and und- 
ertakings should be terminated forth- 
‘with, and should not apply to. any 
future immigration to this . country, 
| From this time onward Canada’s pol- 
icy should be absolutely against 
granting special privileges on confer- 
ring special rights on any individual 
or class of individuals. “Special priy- 
ileges to none” must be our watch- 
word, All Canadian ¢itizens should 
enjoy equal rights and equal privi- 
leges, and should be called upon to 
assume equal responsibilities; there 
should be no exceptions, Further- 
more, all residents of Canada should,

while they are residents of this coun- 
try, be Canadians pure and simple 
and nothing else, without special 
privileges, exemptions or favors of 
any kind, 

Every resident of Canada, whether 
he be Canadian or British born, or of 
alien birth, should be expected and 
required to render full and loyal ser- 
vice to Canada at all times, in the 
emergency of war as well as during 
the happy times of peace. At the 
same time all present alien residents 
who are loyal and sympathetic to 
Canada and law-abiding Citizens 
should be treated as Canadians,’ Be- 
cause of their nationality they should 
not be treated harshly or unjusfly. 
And the loyal, sympathetic law-abid- 
ing among these people constitute, 
Without question,.the vast majority

Saskatchewan's 
Rich Clay Deposits 


Practically Whole Range of Struc- 
tural Clay Products Can Be 
Manufactured 


The province of Saskatchewau has 
exceedingly rich deposits of fire- 
clays, and other clays from which 
practically the whole range of struc- 
tural clay products can be manufac- 
tured. The department of the in- 
terior of the Dominion have carried 
on considerable ficld work, and con- 
ducted numerous laboratory tests in 
connection with these deposits, which 
are the subject of a very interesting 
report, 

The following comment on these 
clay resources by N, B, Davis, M.A,, 
assistant engineer of the Ceramic 
division of the department of the 
interior, will doubtless interest many 
readers: 


“The importance to the whole Can- 
adian west of the clay resoyrces of 
southern Saskatchewan cannot be

ber Mr. George W. Quinn, who 
farms about 1,400 acres of land near 
, Macgregor, Man., purchased seventy- 
nine head of stcerg on the Winnipeg 
market at an averagevéost of ten and 
a half cents a pound. They were 
Shorthorn and Hereford grades, and 
|their avefage weight was nine hun- 
|dred and seventy pounds each, After 
four months’ feeding they increased 
about one hundred and fifty pounds 
each in weight and were sold for fif- 
teen and a half cents a pound, yield- 
ing a net profit, after deduction of 
freight, commission and cost of feed- 
ing, of $3,705.10, or $46.90 per steer. 

For many years Mr, Quinn has 
made’ it a practice to feed a few 
jcattle on his farm each winter, and 
jfor this purpose grows plenty of fod- 
der. He has proved by . experience 
that good cattle make as good gains 
on coarse western grains as on corn, 
He does not pamper’ his cattle, but 
allows them to roam and feed in the 
open most of the time, providing 
only cheap open sheds for shelter. 
When they came front the market, 
the steers were put on timothy and 
aftermath. The stubble fields and 
summerfallow were also used, for 
about six weeks. From December 1 
they were given a gradually increas- 
jing ration of oat sheaves and barley. 
The total gain, which amounted to 
about one and a half pounds a day 
over the whole period, is indicative 
of the feeding value of Western Can- 
adian grains and grasses,
